in the winter, and naving succeeded to my 
satisfaction, I propose to gite through tie 
Rural my experience, that others may < lo 
likewise. I lud been in, the habit of keeptig 
my fowls until they were three or four yea rs 
old without a change, of either sex. Kve >r 
BIX jears ago I commenced experimenting by 
changing my hens, putting tlie yearling pullets 
with a two-year old cock, also changing their 
food every week—first feeding corn, then 
buckwheat, then oata and cooked meal, gn- 
ing them occasionally a little fresh meat. 
The corn seemed to be too hearty, and pro- 
duced fat instead of eggs, whSe the buck- 
wheat was very heating, the oats and cook- 
ed meal had nearly the same effect as the 
corn and buckwheat. 


Last fall I commenced feeding corn in the 


morning, cooked Indian meal (warm) at 
noon, and buckwheat and oats mixed at even- 
ing, or just before roosting time. This feed 
I found to answer well—better than anythin 
else—causing my hens to ^shell out" 
prolifi- 


cally from the first or middle of December, 
and keep it up without interruption all wm- 
ter, through the coldest weather I gai e 
them a pluck chopped fine once a week regu- 
larly, and plenty of pure fresh water. My 
fowls are always kept in a warm coop, ^ ith 
plenty of coal ashes toT?ftilow in which is 
given them every other day. 
The hen ma- 


jQure as removed once in two or three weeks 
and placed in barrels for use in my garden 
The manure more than pays me for all the 
trouble 
Mixed with compost it makes the 


best kind of fertilizer for my vines, trees ant 
shrubs 


I am still continuing my experiments this
